These American investigators who are thoroughly 
fam iliar with all the problems of child protection 
report that their evidence was secured at great 
personal risk. 
Photographs had to be taken se­ 
cretly and smuggled out of Mexico, they say, and 
an agitation to stop the exploitation of chiid- 
stealing and maiming evoked threats of violence 
and even death.

Some insight into the unbelievable conditions 
is gained from the fact presented by investigator.! 
that in one cemetery alone, and there-ar* many 
in the City of Mexico, 1053 poor children were 
buried during August, nearly all of them being 
viitims of malnutrition or no nutrition. 


Little Girl* Given to Bandits 


At the time of her vi**it to the City of Mexico 
Miss Faut said that the Mexican capital waj 
crowded with an excess population of 3(10,000 to 
400,000 people driven in from the country by 
bandit raiders for protection of their Jives within 
the city limits. 
“ Owing to the fact that their 
salaries w. re not paid,” said Miss Faut, “ more 
than 2500 school teachers had to go on a strike, 
and during May every school in the City of Mex­ 
ico was closed. 
Even when the schools are open 
more than 110,000 children between the ages of 
E> and 14 roam the s tr e e ts , never going to school, 
living how and where they can, sleeping in the 
streets with a newspaper for a blanket, eating 
off a garbage pile or begging by day. 
Many of 
these children Have bean orphaned by the nine 
years of revolutions.’’ 
What becomes of many of these children? 
This is how Miss Faut explains their fute: 


“ When Villa broke loose again last May, of 


the troops rushed north by Carranza to fight him 
more than two-thirds had to be rejected as ‘un­ 
fits,’ too young or too underfed. 
Of the Carranza 


troops fighting the bandits in the oil country the 
ages of two-thirds run from 13 to 19. 
Not long 
ago I saw a photograph of a little Mexican boy 
of l l with his leg shot off, receiving his com­ 
mission us honorary officer from Carranza him­ 
self. 
The picture was issued to show the type of 


heroism among ‘patriots.’ The little fellow was a 
patriot all right, but how about a system that 
perm its a boy of l l to have his leg shot off fight­ 
ing bandits? 
"W hile these little Mexican boys can enter 


an army, that is also a refuge for criminals 
what becomes of the little g irls? 
I know of 


case 
after case 
where they 
have 
been 
kid­ 
napped and sold at $5 each to army and bandit 
bands, but that is not the end. 
The end is to he 


found in the hospital wards or in the terrible 
hordes of diseased and blind beggars that infest 
Mexico from border to border. 
Their blindness 


is a preventable blindness. More need not be told,**
